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“Hero” Engdahl receives 
standing-O at Celtics game 


WILMINGTON - At one point dur- 
ing the Celtics game at the Fleet 
Center last Sunday night, the 
crowds jumped out of their seats in 
a standing ovation and cheered so 
loudly that the noise meter on the 
Jumbotron went off the charts. 

It was not the Celtics that they 
were applauding, although all night 
the Boston NBA team did elicit wild 
responses from the audience with 
the 103 points it scored against the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. Instead, the 
crowds were clapping enthusiasti- 
cally for Wilmington resident John 
Engdahl, who was honored by the 
Celtics that night as a “Hero 
Among Us” for his efforts over the 
years to help others beat Leukemia. 

The big moment came during a 
time-out on the clock that arrived 
with roughly five minutes to go in 
the second quarter. Engdahl, wear- 
ing a white hat and a same-colored 
sweatshirt from the Leukemia 
Society of America Team, stood at 
a spot on the court where, moments 
earlier, Celtics Captain Antoine 


Walker had scored a three-point 
swish. An announcer on the thun- 
derous sound system chronicled 
Engdahl's two-time victory over his 
own bouts with Leukemia in the 
early 1990s and applauded him for 
his efforts to help others do the 
same. It was a moment etched with 
pride into the memories of those 
who know him and broadcasted live 
on the towering Jumbotron sus- 
pended above. 

“I was kind of nervous,” said 
Engdahl after he returned to his 
courtside seat alongside his wife, 
Helen, after the quick ceremony 
had passed. “It felt strange to be 
out there on the court.” 

At each of its home games, the 
Celtics honors a local individual 
who rises to the level of heroics in 
his or her efforts to sacrifice their 
time and resources to contribute to 
the betterment of the community. 
The “Heroes Among Us” program, 
which was started by former Celtics 
coach Rick Petino, is well into its 
third season. Engdahl, who has 
raised a lot of money for Leukemia 


research and assistance for 
patients through the marathons 
that he runs every year, is the 
Celtics’ latest recipient of the 
honor. 

He even has the glass trophy to 
prove it. As he sat and watched the 
Celtics game continue on Sunday 
night, the trophy sat on the table 
out front of him. Clear and angu- 
lar, it stands approximately one foot 
tall and carries an engraving, 
which reads, “Heroes Among Us: 
The Boston Celtics salutes your 
exemplary efforts and valuable con- 
tributions to our community.” 
Engdahl's name is inscribed on a 
small gold plate that is affixed to 
the award’s smooth, wooden base. 

“I'm honored to have this,” said 
Engdahl while the excitement of 
the game continued behind him. 
“The Celtics are an nice as could 
be. They’ve all made me feel very 
comfortable here.” 

Before the game, Engdahl had his 
picture taken with Celtics Captain 
Antoine Walker, who impressed the

An exhibit at Wilmington’s Town 
Museum at the Harnden Tavern on 
Salem Street is helping to trace 
Cupid's past. 

To share in the mystery of the 
Valentine's Day tradition, 
Wilmington resident Adele 
Passmore helped create an exhibit 
which focuses on more than one 
hundred years of the holiday's tra- 
ditions. The exhibit was featured 
at the Harnden Tavern’s monthly 
open house on Sunday, February 
4th. 

This showcase is dedicated to the 
memory of Marion Carter Cole 
Connor and her daughter, Marjorie 
Connor Kennedy. Their collection 
of early twentieth century family 
Valentines are the focus of the dis- 
play. 

Passmore was a longtime friend 
of Kennedy and told her that this 
special exhibit would be on display 
for all to see. Unfortunately, 
Kennedy passed away before seeing 
this exhibit, but Passmore stayed 
true to her word. 

“This collection is dedicated to the 
Connors and shows how dedicated 
they were to the community and to 
their family,” Passmore explains. 

Within the display you can see 
Valentine’s Day cards dating back 
to the early 1900s. There are so 
many different ways that individu- 
als expressed their love for another.

Each 
were supervised by my husband 
and myself, and both were made 
aware of his allergies. A final 
meeting was attended by my hus- 
band, William’s beloved speech 
therapist Candi, two public school 
specialists and myself. We went

March 3 through Sept. 3 


LEXINGTON - John Steinbeck called it "the Mother 
Road." Route 66 — the ultimate main street, the American 
road. Chock full of kitsch and nostalgia, but also a hard- 
working road that carried countless young families west, fu- 
eling the growth of the country."Return to Route 66," at 
the Museum of Our National Heritage, March 3 — Sept. 3, 
will whisk visitors on an unforgettable journey from Chi- 
cago to L.A., diners, motels, and drive-in movie theaters. 
Featuring historical artifacts and contemporary photo- 
graphs, the exhibition reveals the impact of this celebrated 
highway on American history, popular culture, and art. 

“Return to Route 66" explores the history of the famous 
road and its significance in the development of the West 
through historic images, artifacts, modern day photographs, 
ephemera, and audio and video clips. Sixty-six Photographs 
by artist Shellee Graham form the center of the exhibition 
and capture nostalgia for the old Route 66 that still survives 
long after most sections of the road have been replaced by 
modern high-speed highways. 

Winding, as the song goes, from Chicago to Los Angeles, 
the road was built in the 1920s during a pre-Depression 
boom that saw the first evidence of America’s car craze. In 
the 30’s, it became a route for Dust Bowl farm families look- 
ing for a better life in California, creating a different kind of 
boom for the businesses that set up shop along the way. 
During World War II it was major convoy route, and after 
the war, the generation of young men who'd traveled it re- 
turned with their wives, looking west for opportunities. 

"Visitors will be fascinated to learn of Route 66’s history 
as a working road, which is often overlooked amid all the 
pop-culture touchstones," said Elysa Engleman, the Muse- 
um’s Matthews Fellow who has undertaken the research for 
the exhibition. "It actually wasn’t until the 1950s and ‘60s 
that Route 66 became a family vacation route then a desti- 
nation on its own, giving rise to the huge tourist trade with 
which we are most familiar." 

Some ofthe roadside businesses that sprang up to serve 
these travelers — from gas stations and diners to motels 
and souvenir shops — still survive, sustained mostly by lo- 
cal residents and fans of "The Mother Road." 

The exhibition will also feature a number of interactive 
components including video loops of the 1960s TV show, 
audio recordings by Woody Guthrie, Bobby Troup and oth- 
ers, and a computer set to log into current Route 66 web 
sites. A wide variety of public programs and family activi- 
ties are being planned in conjunction with the show. 

Route 66 has had an impact on the ereee American cul- 
ture as well. Even those living on the East Coast were 
touched by its legend through John Steinbeck’s'he Grapes 
of Wrath, Jack Kerouac’s On the Road, the famous song 


"Get Your Kicks on Route 66," and the classic 1960s televi- 
sion series. By the 1970s, the road was falling into disrepair 
and decline. Coincidentally, that decade also saw a rise in

Grapplers finish 
with four 
champions

Pete Reitchel finally justified 
why he spent so many mornings 
getting up at 5 am to run mile after 


ait Hanley justified why he 
spent a week of his summer vaca- 
tion in Iowa sweating profusely in 
an incredibly vagarious camp. 

Roman Walsh can't justify how 
he became the best wrestler in the 
Cape Ann League in his weight 
class, a year off from wrestling in 
JV matches. 

Mare Sollazzo justified his sta- 
tus asa wrestler as he walked away 
with a very prestigious award: The 
Most Outstanding Wrestler, doing 
it with a sinus infection. 

All four wrestlers walked away 
as the best of the best on Saturday 
Reitchel and Sollazzo are senior tri- 
captains who won the 135 and 152- 
pound weight classes at Saturday's 
Cape Ann League Open Wrestling 
Meet held at Georgetown High 
School. Walsh and Hanley are just 
sophomores and they too became 
champs as the four grapplers gave 
the program its most historical day 
in its 30-year history. 

"The work ethic of [the entire 
team] is real high," said Coach 
Mike Pimental: "Every year we 
have a lot of hard working kids. But 
this year they are at a higher level. 
Sometimes as a coach you have to 
motivate kids in practice, there's 
nothing like that this year. The kids 
are very self motivated.” 

Four examples: Pete Reitchel, 
Roman Walsh, Derek Hanley and 
Marc Sollazzo. 

Reitchel needed more experience 
toget himself to a higher level so he 
went to Iowa last summer to take 
part in the most prestigious wres- 
tling camp offered. In that camp he 
worked countless number of hours 
onconditioning, on technical moves 
and just learning the sport of wres- 
tling more. 

"When we were getting up at 5 
am and running miles I was like 
‘why am I doing this? Why are we 
getting up this early, Ihaven't even 
had breakfast yet," said Reitchel. 
"But all of that was such a good 
experience forme. The camphelped 
me with everything .. neutral posi- 
tions, being on top and mentally.” 

But getting the Cape Ann League 

didn't come 
easy for Reitchel. Earlier in the 
season, Reitchel defeated North 
Andover's Dave Prezedio twice in 
the weight class. Head- 
ing into this weekend's CAL Open, 
North Andover tried toslip Prezedio 


up a weight class to avoid a third 
match-up. Wilmington countered 
and moved Reitchel up to 130 right 
before the line-ups were due and 
the 'Cats slipped Walsh down to 125. 
Reitchel and Prezedio hooked up in 
the finals for one gruesome match. 

"I was pretty sick," he said. "I 
had the flu but I had to suck it up. In 
the finals my throat was burning so 
bad - Derek Hanley gave me some 
advil which helped. At the time it 
was a big match, if 1 won we would 
be three points behind North 
Andover so it would be a six-point 
swing. I took him down at the start 
and I was up 40. 

"But in the third period he put 
me in a craddle, but I was able to 
kick out of it. He kept locking my 
legs and they kept saying that I was 
stalling. It appeared as if I was 
stalling but I couldn't get out of it. 
I ended up winning 43." 

Reitchel's win not only gave him 
the Cape Ann League title but he 
improves his record to 30-6 on the 
season with 22 pins. 

"I had to wrestler tougher,” he 
said about the difference from last 
year to this year. "I couldn't get 
intimidated anymore. This [cham- 
pionship] is nice, but now it's time 
to do something at the sectional 
and state meets.” 

And that is what Sollazzo has - 
experience inthe state meet. The 
senior is a two-time Cape Ann 
League champion, while he took 
sixth in the state last year. This 
weekend he had a sinus infection 
which has gotten worse the last few 
days. Not feeling 100 percent, 
Sollazzo didn't take long to beat his 
opponents handily. He pinned his 
first two opponents before going to 
the finals and winning, 13-1. 

"The kid kept stalling because 
their coach told him not to get 
pinned because we were catching 
up to them [in team points]," said 
Sollazzo. "I tried to throw moves 
but it was hard - it aggravated me 
that he kept stalling. I went into the 
match knowing I was going to beat 
him, but I wanted to pin him.” 

Sollazzo has high expectations 
this season and he should after the 
four years he has put into this pro- 
gram. After winning in the finals, 
he was unanimously voted the Most 
Outstanding Wrestler of the tour- 
nament. 

"This is the first time I was voted 
the MoSst Outstanding Wrestler so 
this is nice," he said. "I guess you 
put those expectations on yourself 
where you expect yourself to win. 
Hopefully I can continue [the suc- 
cess] in the sectionals and the 


states." 

Last year at the state meet, then 
freshman Derek Hanley found him- 
self on the mat against a returning 
state champion. Hanley tossed the 
kid on his back in the immediate 
seconds of the match, but because 
of inexperience he lost. 

"The first 30 seconds of that 
match I threw him to his back and 
then I didn't know what to do," he 
said. "If I'm in that same situation 
this year I'd pin him." 

Hanley too went to Iowa for the 
camp, and he also matured a lot on 
the mat. 

"I just needed to wrestle more,” 
he said. "Just to get more experi- 
ence. Last year I was really bad on 
the mat - this year I got better but 
Istill need work. This weekend was 
really exciting, but it was also a 
little disappointing because we 
thought we could beat North 
Andover. But to have nine wres- 
tlers in the finals was awesome ." 

Among the people who watched 
Hanley toss the returning state 
champion onto this back was Ro- 
man Walsh. Walsh was a freshman 
last year who enjoyed a solid sea- 
son on the JV team. When last 
season was officially over, Walsh 
said it was time to get some extra 
help in the sport he loves. 

"I went to the Mount Anthony 
camp [in Vermont}," he said. "Last 
year I didn't have a'good take down 
move. NowI've learned a fewthings 
and my move fits me good." 

Walsh has lived that incredible 
dream. He went from someone who 
couldn't crack the varsity line-up, 
to the best 125-pounder in the entire 
league 

"It's weird I don't know how it 
happened," he said. "Inever thought 
that hada chance [of being a Cape 
Ann League champion] until the 
Sons of Italy tournament. I sur- 
prised myself then .. and that's 
when I started to think about it." 

It's obvious that many countless 
hours of hard work went into Walsh 
becoming. a league champ practi- 
cally over night, but for this sopho- 
more he's all about hard work 
Walsh is very close to being an 
Eagle Scout. As part of an Eagle 
Scout project Walsh cleaned up the 

cemetery at the Congregational 
Church and now it looks brand new. 
They weren't taking care of it," 
he said. "So we wanted to maintain 
it." 

Sounds like the plan of four wres- 
tlers —as a project they set out tobe 
champions and due to hard work 
they took care of it. Now they would 
like to maintain it.

In the latter half of last year's 
hockey season, Mike Whitney, then 
a junior, really emerged as a pre- 
mier center. He ended the season 
with 11 goals in the 20 regular sea- 
son games and he popped in a few 
in the state tournament. He had 
stardom written all over his body 

Whitney was awarded for his 
hard work by being named the sole 
captain of the team at the start of 
this season. Mike Montalto was 
added as an assistant captain a few 
weeks later. 

The first handful of games and 
the first few weeks didn't go as 
planned for Whitney. The team was 
playing very inconsistent hockey, 
he was playing very inconsistent 
hockey and he didn't score until 
about the eighth game of the sea- 
son. But then he hit his stride, both 
emotionally, mentally and physi- 
cally. And over the last half of a 
dozen games or so, Whitney is back 
to that elite status. 

"I think at the start of it, Mike

Backyard birding enthusiasts 
of all ages are asked to record 
the quantity and variety of bird 
species that they see at their 
feeders during the weekend and 
submit their findings to the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
by February 16th.

*Since birds prefer to feed in 
the sun and out of the wind, a 
sheltered southeastern exposure 
is recommended. 

* To discourage squirrel’s, 
place the feeders at least 12 feet 
away from trees or railings and 
at least six feet off the ground. 
A baffle on the pole below the 
feeder will also help deter squir- 
rels. 

Brush piles not only provide 


water to attract birds in any 
season. Don’t use glycerin to 
prevent the water from freezing 
because it can cause birds’ 
feather to mat. Instead, consid- 
er purchasing a specially 
designed heating coil for bird 
baths.

Street smart in 
Tewksbury 


“As a result of legislation 
filed for electric deregulation, 
NESWC (North East Solid Waste 
Company) communities, includ- 
ing Tewksbury, will be allocated 
funds from the Waste-to-Energy 
Renewable Fund over the next 
three years,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.”

“Former Senator John

who paid for clean air retrofit 
costs, including the production 
of electricity’ He added that the 
town had to pay for improve- 
ments to the MRI incinerator 
under the Clean Air Act, and the 
bill allows the funding to come 
from other sources, not directly 
from the towns, 

“Cressman said that NESWC 
is still in final negotiations over 
the distribution of the funds, but 
he estimates that Tewksbury 
will receive almost $900,000 over 
the next three fiscal years. He 
indicated that the estimated 
payment to Tewksbury for FY01

The disease can lead to serious com- 
plications, including liver disease, bacte- 
rial infections or ketoacidosis - a 
potentially fatal condition where fat cells 
break down to compensate for a lack of 
insulin, producing toxic substances that 
can make blood cells acidic.

Looking back and

“In February, 2000, Barbara 
Henry was hired as educational 
paar director for the 
Woburn School system,” notes 
the Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Below in her own words, she 
describes what brought her to 
Woburn and to this challenging 
point in her 28-year career, both 
as a teacher and educational 
technology innovator. 
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“Born in 1950, I grew up in 
Malden, the daughter of Paul 
and Virginia Collins Murphy. 
She’s now deceased. He worked 
for the Malden Redevelopment 
Authority, my mom for the 
phone company. 

“I went to St. Joseph’s in 
Malden through Eighth Grade 
and Cathedral High in Boston. It 
was typical parochial school 
education at the time, directed 
by the nuns. They taught, we sat 
and listened. There was nothing 
creative about it. I graduated 
from Cathedral in 1968 and 
Boston State, now UMass- 
Boston, in 1972. 

“My first two years in college 
I did clerical work for Kemperer 
Insurance in Boston during the 
day.... I didn’t like the routine of 
office work and wanted to be an 
elementary school teacher. I had 
worked in children’s summer 
camps in New Hampshire and 
knew I wanted to work with 
kids. Every day is different in a 
classroom. For my last two 
years of college, I declared my 
major as education and 
switched to days. No dorm life. 
It was a commuter school. You 


went to school and came hoitié. 
But I got a great education at 
Boston State. In the early 1970s 
it prepared me well to be a 

“In 1987, I took a four-day-a- 
week job as a Chapter One math 
teacher in North Reading. 


That’s where I got the r 
bug. Computers were begi 
to come into the schools. 


North Reading we had Apple 
2Es with 5 1/4 inch disks. In 
1988-89 I looked at them and 
asked myself, ‘How can I use 
them with my math students?’ I 


saw excitement when children 
sat down to use a computer. 


There were smiles on their faces 
when they did math on the com- 
puters.
